\S was evident all along, it was impossible to dovetail 
the demands put before the Government by the Arab Deputation 
that arrived here from Palestine at the end of March, with the 
gblications of Great Britain under the Mandate. If, as the 
Deputation insisted, the immigration of Jews into Palestine 
were stopped, and lands in Arab possession made inalienable, 
no Jewish settlement, virtually, could proceed; and however the 
National Home may be interpreted, without a Jewish settlement 
its consummation is not possible. That the Arab Deputation 
are, us it Seems, angry at the result of what they call the negotia- 
lions with the Governnfent, but which the Government is careful 
to point out were merely representations which it will bear in 
mind, is to be understood ; and so is the veiled threat conveyed 
by the statement they issued before leaving London. The 
one was as uncalled for as the other was useless. For it ought 
to be patent te these gentlemen that Great Britain did not 
tndertuke the Mandate without objects she believes will prove 
favourable to her as a world-power and is not likely readily to 
resign it to other hands. It follows that she would, of course, 
feel herself bound to maintain the understanding upon which 
the Mandate was entrusted to her. But the Arab Deputation 
by their demands would not have left the Government, if 
it had conceded them, even a shadow of a pretence that it 
Was implementing the Mandate in a manner which justified this 
country retaining it. It is, therefore, not reasonable of the 
Arabs to be annoyed with the Government because their 
demands have been refused. And their somewhat hectic, albeit 
hidden, threats are -useless, because they may lead to trouble, 
‘nd trouble is not what the Arabs desire or should desire in the 
interests of Palestine. Tf, instead of massacring Jews, they 


‘sought some way. whereby, on 


the basis of Jews setting 
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up in the country a National Home, they could have co- operated 
with the Jews in the general interests of the land, there 
can be no doubt the Arab position there to-day would have been 
far more favourable than it is, so far as they themselves are 
concerned. Is it too late for them to choose the wiser policy ? 
If they learn aright the lesson of their failure in their repre- 
sentations to the Government, they will retrace their steps and 
pursue a new path in the direction we have intimated. Subject 
to Jewish National needs being recognised and provided for, they 
will find Jews ready to meet them and greet them on that new 
path—even if it involve forgiveness of the Arabs for the terrible

And that, I imagine, although I do not know because I have seen 
only a short account of their trial. was the line of argument by which 
Cohen and Luro comforted themselves while pursuing their vocation. 
It is quite true that they had no professional medical training. Butit is 
obvious that they must have had considerable training in that very 
difficult study, human nature, seeing that in nine months they realised 
by their “cures” as much as £3,900. It was said that this was an 
appalling manifestation of public credulity. It may have been; but 
it was, at the same time, an equally appalling manifestation of the 
public incredulity regarding the use in many instances of qualified 
doctors. For | should think it certain that a very, very large pro- 
portion of Messrs. Cohen and Luro’s * patients "’ had consulted medical 
men for their ailments, real or imagined, and had found no relief for 
the money they had paid them, before they parted with considerable 
fees for these gentlemen's miracle-working ** Eastern Oil,”’ 


There is an old saying which tells us that Palestine makes wise. 
And although there has occurred much during the last few years to cast 
doubt on the accuracy of that dictum, there is, there is no denying, an 
influence in the land which seems to exercise itself remarkably on 
literature and art, inspiring them perceptibly, An example of this is 
to be seen in Mr, Rubin's paintings, which-are on view at Tooth’s 
Galleries in Bond Street till the end of this month, Here is what the 
Art Critic of Toe Jewisu Curontcite had to say about Mr. Rubin's 
work : 

He paints the landscape of Palestine as no one yet has done. He paints 
its old men and its children with equal affection and sympathy. Its toiling 
mules and its grotesque, aloof camels inspire his brush no less than the 
dashing sheikhs on their magnificent chargers. To him this is‘a Land of 
Promise indeed : wherever he turns his face there is the promise of a picture. 
All is crist to his tireless colour-mill. In his broad view of the country, 
everything is aceepted and aecepted with joy, from a bunch of flowers care- 
lessly thrown on a chair, or a pot on a window-sill, to the terraced villages, 
quivering in the crystal light among the vines and olive-trees, the barren, 
rolling hills and the distant sea. : 

Whatever his subject, however apparently commonplace—say a fish, a 


goat, an old man playing a flute—it is invariably transfigured by his almost 


ecstatic vision of light. One feels Mr. Rubin must have been born in a 
country without light. and was enravished when he first caught sight of 
Palestine and has not vet lost his original vision. Everything he sees glows 
and quivers with this Eastern light. Although some of his canvases cover a 
panorama of unnumbered miles, there seem to be no distances in his pictures. 
One feels one can stretch out one’s hand and caress a distant hill-top, or bathe _ 
it in the blue Mediterranean, twenty leagues away. The crystalline clarity of 
the atmosphere brings up everything almost into one plane. And yet there 
is no flatness in Mr. Rubin’s work. But his third dimension is a dimension 
with a difference, an ethereal dimension. 


This is praise indeed—and there is more of it from the same source, 
The moral which the Critic draws is inevitable—every cultured Jew 
should see Mr. Rubin’s pictures and those who are able to should secure 
one or more of them.

The outlook on life, the mentality, the nervous make-up of Jews 
and non-Jews is different, one from the other. They do not 
become alike in these respects by a marriage ceremony, however 
much differences may become modified by marital contact. And 
these are not likely to become less by a religious marriage than by 
acivil union. In the case of the Jew and the non-Jew you have 
two distinct civilisations, the points of divergence of which will 
show themselves in a thousand ways—sometimes quite inexplicable 
—during united lives. To some extent there is a like divergence 
between Jews with different national cultures and assuredly with 
Jews of different religious upbringing. But in such there is au 
fond a oneness Which is scarcely ever attained by Jew and non-Jew. 
A like divergence is observable between husbands and wives of 
different nationalities. To give an extreme case, a person of negro 
or coloured origin is hardly likely to live a life of bliss, mated to a

BUT ALL THIS, I sUBMIT, is matter for individuals and not for the 
Community in its corporate capacity. The Community ought to 
make up its mind whether, as some will say, the mating of men and 
women belonging to it is nothing to do with it and’only with them, 
or whether marriages out are in the nature of defection from the 
ranks and thus treachery, and ought to be treated accordingly. I

SATISFACTORY PROGRESS. 


A PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Hospital was held on Sunday 
afternoon at the Westminster Palace Rooms, Victoria Strect, S.W. 

Mr. A. M. Coun, Vice-President, who presided, referred to the 
vrievous loss the Hospital had sustained im the deaths of Mrs. J. H. 
Hertz and Mr. Bernhard Baron, two great personalities who had gone 
from among them. Speaking of the finances of the Hospital he said 
that the erving need Was for regular subseriptions sO that they need 
not live as thev were living to such an extent at present, upon their 
luck. Their Hospital had become, after the Board of Guardians, the 
largest Jewish Charity in the land; and that was no small tribute to the 
work of ten vears, 

Report for the Year. 


The Chairman of the Council, Dr. A. GoopmMan Levy, moved the 
uloption of the Report and Balance Sheet, of which the following is 
an abstract : 


The full complement of beds has been 108 during the past year, but the 
average number available was 104, owing to exigencies of redecoration, ete. 
nf these. five accident and observation beds have not been in coritinudl 
eccupation, but the pressure upon the remainder has been maintained, and 
has at times been acute, the total number of in-patients treated amounting 
to 1.531. The volume of work in the out-patient department has increased 
considerably, the total number of attendances being 60,444, compared with 
51,867 in the previous year. The increasing demands upon the services of 
the X-ray department have necessitated additions to the staff, including a 
radiographer to assist the Medical Officer in charge. 

A surplus of £2,737 income over expenditure is recorded in the income 
and expe nditure account, but of this £1,476 has been absorbed in paving off 
the overdraft at the bank shown in the Balance Sheet for 1928. A further 
repayment to the loan from hospital endowments and other small capital 
items leaves £1,015 cash in hand to meet liabilities of £1,971. The loan for 
the purchase of the Beaumont Hall site has been reduced by special donations 
for this purpose from £4,174 to £2,674. The financial position of the Hospital 
has thus improved during the past year, but it-should be emphasised that 
there are no funds available for providing the many necessities which will’ 
be referred to later, without incurring further liabilities. The income of the 
Hospital recorded in the income and expenditure account as available for 
maintenance has been £22,874, an increase of £4,209 over the previous year. 
The total receipts for the year amount to £25,455. 

Most sources of ordinary income show some increase. The increase in 
‘donations ” is largely due to the Ball which was organised by a Committee 
of ladies under the chairmanship of Lady Sassoon, and which was held at 
Claridge's on the 12th March last. The total receipts from this function 
amounted to £3,103, of which £2,439 was received in donations. Special 
reference should be made to a generous gift of £2,000 to this fund from Dr. 
Henri Dreyfus. The income from entertainments organised by the branches 
shows an increase from £681 to £1,408, which is mainly accounted for by the 
special effort made by the North London Branch No. 6, who held a concert 
at the London Hippodrome on Sunday, 10th February, when a net sum of 
£973 LYs. 7d. was realised. The Council are pleased to pay tribute to the 
energetic handling of the Flag Day problems by the Committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. N. Felix. Last year’s Flag Day was a decided succes*, 
in spite of the alleged unpopularity of these functions, and the Hospital 
benefited to the extent of £533. 

‘An increase in the contributions received from the Hospital Saving 
Association from £753 to £1,377, is noteworthy. A larger number of patients 
are taking advantage of the facilities afforded to them by the payment of 
3d. a week, which entitles them to exemption from the charges made at any 
Hospital associated with the scheme, the Association contributing towards 
the cost of the treatment of their members at such Hospitals. This scheme 
is largely administered through groups of workers in factories and large firms, 
but a great number of Jewish workers are independent, or ** singletons,’’ as 
they are termed, and here some difficulty was at first encountered. But the 
Association has made an effectual effort to cope with this situation, and the 
thanks of the Community, as well of the Hospital, are therefore due to them. 
The Council makes special mention of the contribution of £100 from the Young 
Israel League of Tat Jewisu Curonicce (second Cot Fund) : 

An attempt was initiated during the year to augment the funds of the 
Hospital by the collection and disposal of the many unnecessary articles 
which accumulate in every household and which are not only useless but 
cumbersome, In its early stages the difficulties were under-estimated and 
the scheme did not work very satisfactorily, but latterly and in the light of 
experience, it has been entirely reorganised. The scheme is now run under 
the tithe of the London Jewish Hospital ‘* Charity Bag,”’ and is under the 
direction of an experienced Controller in separate premises. The proposition 
of getting something for nothing and making a profit thereby would appear 
at first sight a ludicrously simple one, but it has become evident that in fact 
the work involves the solution of business problems of a varied nature if 
substantial results are to be attained. The public response has so far been

It was: “ Would I be willing to accept the position at Hampstead if 
they gave me a.call? And that decision had to be given quickly.” He 
noticed that a representative of the Press was present and he would 


particularly ask him that what he had just stated should not be 
published. 


The CHAIRMAN intervened and said that he had written to the 
Editor of THe JnEWisH CHRONICLE asking him to send a representa- 
tive as the public ought to know what had taken place. 

Dayan GoLLory: I do not think that confidential information 
should go the Press. | 

The CHAIRMAN: J have not read your confidential letter. 

Dayan GOLLor : “If. however, it is made public, | personally have 
nothing to say about it.’ Naturally he did not want to leave Bays- 
water, but he felt he ought to go where there was wider scope and 
where he could be of much more service, There was no financial 
consideration at all. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the members were very grateful to 
‘Dayan Gollop for the candid and frank statement made.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 549.— Vows. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

I recently had occasion to pay. a visit to a large provincial 
centre in the north, and on the Saturday I made my way to the 
local Synagogue as an interested participator in the service. I 
ddmired the Reader's voice, and made a mental note of the com- 
paratively low standard of decorum. - During the reading of the 
Scdva L could not help but observe the frequency of the Shnoder- 
ng. Each customer appeared to be anxious to outdo his predecessor, 
and the Mi-shebecrachs fell thick and fast. 

Somehow the practice sounded incongruous. I asked myself the 
meaning of Shnodcring, and, of course, quickly discovered that the 
word is a corruptien of the Hebrew word Sw. which connotes 
‘who vows.” The vow is embodied in a strange formula. “ He Who 
blessed our ancestors Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, may He bless Mr. 


so and So because be hath vowed given sum either 
for tharity or as a@ gift toa partie ilar individual—the Rabbi. or the 
Reader or the Beadle—‘and may the Almighty give him, bis wife 


and his family long life and prosperity.” This isnothing more or less 
than a vow ceremonial. and it is strange to find remnants of this 
ancient practice, even in a somewhat truncated form, when the 
twentieth century has nearly run one-third of its course. 

The institution of vows may certainly be found in.the Bible. 
The theors and practice are both sliuple, If you vow a vow, you 


must keep your word, ~ Batt thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall 
be no sin inthee.’ Aman was not bound to utter vows; but. having 


once uttered. the vow,-he was bound by the sanctity of a promise. 
Even as late as the time of Ecclesiastes the view had maintained 
itself. “Better not to vow. that great w riter advised, “than to vow 
ind not to pay. 

Broadly speaking vows were of two kinds, either to assign or 
give to God certain persons or things: or to abstain from the enjoy- 
ment of certain pleasures. The principle was laid down that the 
vow to be effective had to be uttered. A vow that was merely 
hought and did mot cross the lips. wasof no avail. Furthermore, in 
he case of women, children and slaves, the vow was subject to the 
approval of another person. In the case of women it might be the 
father or the husband: in the case of children it would be the 
parents: in the case of slaves it would be the master. If in these 
mstances the higher nuthority ugreed to the vow, the vow stood; 
but if he objected, the vow became null and void. 


When you come to think of it, the vow was in the nature of a 
bargain with the Deity, ‘particularly in time of stress or difficulty. 
Sailors when the sea was stormy and threatening have been known 
to make vows either to the Deity or to some other object of worship. 
» promising to bring a gift on the understanding that they would be 
saved from the danger that threatened them. The essence of the 
matter is not unknown in the Bible itself. Jacob's vow at Bethel. 
and Jephtha’s more famous vow are cases in point. Perhaps there 
was an clement of the fear of taboo in the mind of all people who 
made vows. Perhaps, too, because of this fear, it was a popular 

belief in Palestine in Talmud times that if you did not carry out your 
vow you would thereby bring about cither your own death, or the 
death of your wife, or the death of your child. Yet the most distin. 
guished teachers in the Talmud were wholly opposed to the making 
of vows. Rabban Gamliel declared that he who opened his mouth 
to utter a vow, deseryed to be put to death by the sword. Rabbi 
Nathan's dictum has become so famous that it has found a place in 
Caro’s Code. He said that he who vows a vow is as though he had 
built a heathen altar, and he who carries out his vow is as though 
he had sacrificed upon it. Samuel felt sokeenly about the undesir-. 
ability of vowing that in his opinion he who made a vow. even though 
: he fulfilled it, deserved to be called wicked. The general feeling 
: was that it was best to abstain from vows altogether, and pious Jews 
f down to this very day guard themselves from falling into a. vow 
even unconsciously. When they give expression to a determination 


of any kind they add immediately 973 N53, that is to say, their 


: 3 resolution is not to be taken asa vow. The only exception which 
po. may be tolerated is a vow made for self-education. If a man. for 
4 rt example, is too fond of meat, and he vows not to eat meat on three 
a tee [ days of the week, that kind of vow is just tolerated. But it is clear 
wae! that the Code books show little enthusiasm for vows of any kind. 
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Nevertheless, the principle stands that if a Jew makes a vow 
he must observe it. In later centuries, however, machinery wa« 
introduced for dissolving vows. Ifaman made & vow and regretted 
his action, he might have his .vow dissolved, either by a learned 
man, or by three ordinary individuals who could claim a certain 
amount of knowledge. It came to be recognised in the process of 
time that some people might be oppressed in their minds by haviny 
made a vow, or they might be frightened of punishment if they dic 
not carry out the vow implicitly. The ceremony of dissolution 
eased the mind which was in such distress and often afforded 
visible relief. Within my own experience I know of a case wher: 
a truly pious Jew was so scrupulous in regard to his yea and na) 
that, from time to time, when he was afflicted with the fear tha: 
perhaps unconsciously he had uttered a vow, he asked three of hi- 
friends to come to him in order to give him dissolution. After th:

against it. The exact period of its introduction is not known; thiv 
suggestion has been put forward that it was some time in tl» 
seventh century of the common era. But so much is certain: when 
it was introduced the practice was condemned by the best Jewish 
teachers of the day, including the Gaon Natronai (about 710) who 
lived in Sura, and his successor, Hai Gaon (about the year 57°. 
Many authorities were of opinion that it were best not to recit 
Kol Nidvé 7377390). It is difficult to -understand 
why the formula was ever intro luced except, perhaps, that if was due 
to an ancient theory which taught.that if you want to be free o! 
vows throughout the whole of the year, you can absolve yourself o1 
the Day of Atonement by definitely declaring that any vow that you 
may make in the coming year, whether consciously or not, shall be 
null and void. In its earliest form the Hol Nidré formula declared 
that all vows which had been made “since last Yom Kippur dow» 
tothis You Aippur” shall be null and void. The objection of such 
nuthorities as those mentioned to Hol Nidré was not without effec! 
on later authorities, and in the 12th century so influential a teach« 
as Rabbenu Tam changed the words entirely. He was respons!!)!: 
for the present version which declafes null and void all vows made 
“from this Yom Aippur to the next Yom Kippur.” 


That the Kol Nidré formula has been a source of serious dif! 
culties to the Jewish people at various times and in differen! 
countries is well known. Those who were on the look-out to fin’ 
causes of annoyance to the Jews, pointed the finger of criticism »' 
this formula and alleged that its real meaning was to free Jews 0! 
all promis 8s which they might make as business men or as citizen: 
A true understanding of the formula makes it perfectly plain, eve. 
to the hostile critic, that its one and only purpose is to invalidat« 
any possible vows which a man may make in the religious sense. 
The question may be asked, have we not pas3ed the stage wher 
such mummery is required? Here is a mere formula possessing 10 
ethical or religious value ; yet incidentally, because it happens tv 
be associated with an awe-inspiring moment on the Day of Atonc- 
ment, it has won for itself a sert of. special position in the li urgy. 
Yet it has little value in itself; and, if it were abolished, an innov:- 
tion would be removed which received nothing but condemnatio» 
When it was first introduced. 7 

To have any worth at all, vows should only be made by peop!© 
who feel and think deeply ;_ there is serious danger that the mass«- 
may run the risk of not fulfilling their vows. But people who fee! 
and think deeply do not need the restraint of a vow ; for them thei: 
yea is yea and their nay isnay. Has not the time come for establis!)- 
ing this principle for all Jews? The question surely is: Wow! 
Jewish religious life be raised to a higher level, or would it not, |! 
everything connected with vows were once and for all abolishe:' 
ordinary vows, Shnodering and Kol Nidré? I have a shrew 
suspicion of the answer which most thinking people would give. —

Such for example was the 
reputation of Aaron the first High-priest, suggested in the Rabbinical 
estimate of his character, that he was a lover and pursuer of peace, 
a lover of his fellow creatures who brouglit them near to the Torah. 
Such indeed was the reputation of a much later High-priest, Simon 
ihe Just, whose praise is sung in such glowing terms by Ben Sirach 
in Ecclesiasticus, and of whom Jewish history speaks as one of the 
gicatest exemplars of the true priestly spirit. 
in addition to opportunities of spiritual and political leadership, 
the Jewish priesthood in ancient times was entrusted with various 
iunportant administrative functions. Theirs was the decision on 
ul! points of religious observance or ritual. Associated with lay 
judges they had to administer justice, and their interpretation of the 
law was final and conclusive. It was the priests’ part to encourage 
the people when they went out to war (Deut. xx. 1-4). They were 
the authorities on every matter of purification or defilement. The 
law's that governed these matters for the Israelite were stricter for 
the priest, and still stricter for the High Priest who had been 
specially annointed and consecrated for the purposes of that high 
oflice. Further, it was the privilege and the duty of the priests 
to invoke the blessing of God upon His people. This is almost the 
only feature that remains of the ancient duties of the priest in 
Israel, The regulations regarding Levitical defilement and for the 
Preservation of ‘the purity of the priestly pedigree still remain 
Operative under Talmudic law. It was hoped that thus the sacred 
oflices might again be filled by fitting priests, when in Messianic 
days the Temple should be rebuilt and its services restored. So in 
the Synagogue to day, precedence is still accorded to the . Cohen. 
The history of the priesthood is not of course complete without a 
reference to many men, who were unworthy of the office. Leader- 
ship, political or spiritual, may be to @ people a blessing or 
& curse. The chief interest of a study of the priesthood in 
Israel seems to lie in this very fact, in the vast importance to any 
community of the quality of its leadership. And for the people 
of Israel more than any community, the essential condition 
of existence is that the spiritual value of such leadership be evident 


aud all pervading. For the priesthood in Israel was but a microcosm — 


of a greater priesthood—that of Israel among the nations, to whom 
they were to be a kingdom of priests, and a holy nation. And though 
temple and priesthood may have passed away Israel's mission 
remains.

This right was 
denied the High Priest, because the requirements of God's service 
thust be fulfilled ever | involved the suppression of. the natural 
affections. Compare what is related of Elisha in I. Kings xix., 20f. 
According to the view of the Rabbis, although the High Priest may 
not contract impurit his parents, it was his duty to attend toa 
MED MS, v¢.. an unburied corpse where there was nobody else to 
undertake its interment. Such a contingency could hardly have 
happened in actual experience, and the Rabbis merely stated an 
extreme hypothetical case to emphasise the importance of paving 
due rey erence to the dead. 

Verse 12. “Go out of the Sanctuary.” Although it is true that 
the High Priest had a place of residence allotted to him: within the 
precincts ofthe Temple (see 1. Samuel iii., 2ff), we have not to see in 
this ordinance a general regulation about his not leaving the holy 
place. We must connect this verse with what precedes, and 
think of an occasion when the High Priest suffered- a bereave- 
ment. It is here enacted that he may not go out of the Sanctuary 
to follow the cortege and attend the funeral of a parent for 
fear that he may inadvertently become defiled. The higher sanctity 
of his office is indicated by. the addition of the word VW3 which 
is not used of the other priests in x., 7. Kalisch supposes 
that the term refers to the copiousness of the High Priest's anoint- 
ing “which encircled his head like a wreath”; and he quotes 
the Talmud (‘Kerithoth 5b! in support. But it is there stated that 
the kings of Israel were anointed by encircling their head with oil 
in the form of a crown, whereas in the case of the High Priest it was 
in the shape of the Greek letter cht. His alternative explanation is 
more probable, viz., “ “73 may also imply that his crown marked him 
as spiritual chief, and that his distinction and anointment separated 
him from the rest of the people.” The word implies “ separation "’ : 
and the idea is that the ceremony of having the anointing oil poured 
upon him set him apart, and consequently he is debarred from doing 
what is permissible to those who had not been so distinguished. _, 

Verse 14. “ Profaned woman.” This is traditionally explained 
to allude to the offspring of a priest’s marriage which was illegal, 
as, ¢.g., if he had married a divorced woman. Much more prebably 
we have to understand it as a girl who had been violated against 
her will. 

“ Of his own people.” Ibn Ezra explains that the words are added 
to exclude a marriage with a non-Israelite virgin who had become 
aconvert. Most moderns adopt the interpretation of Philo, viz., he 
must restrict his choice to a priestly family.

Jewish .Teachers in America. 

The Benefits of Trade Unionism. 

‘From a Correspondent.—NEW YORK, | 

The fate of the Jewish teacher, the so-called “ Hebrew teacher,” 
was pever very enviable. It is even less so now, when the teaching 
of Hebrew and of Judaism, despite the growing number of modern 
Jewish sehools maintained by societies and congregations, has 
hecome of secondary importance. 

What made the existence of a Jewish teacher especially pre- 
carious was the ambiguity of his standing and the uncertainty of 
his future. Anyone who wished could apply for the post of a Hebrew 
‘eacher. no examination being necessary and no special qualifications 
required. And since the majority ot Jewish schools were con- 
trolled privately, no such provisions for the teacher as old age 
pensions were ever known. 

These conditions are now being gradually changed in the United 
States. The teachers here bave become organised and through their 
union have succeeded in changing the attitude of the Jewish Com- 
munity towards them—an example which ought to be welcomed 
nud emulated in other countries. 

\ Licensing Board has been esiablished by the Committee to 
(irant Licences to Teachers in Jewish Religious Schools of Greater 
New York. and it has already entered upon its duties of examining 
and certifying candidates for such licences, 

The Board has adopted rules governing the granting of licences 
io tenchers in the Jewish schools who have been practising their 
profession for three -vears and over and are- members of teachers’ 
organisations. These licences, however, will be temporary and are 
renewable every year for a period of three years, at the end of which 
period they may be made permanent. 

The Board has also adopted rules and standards with regard to 
;andidates not included in the above. In order to obtain a licence 
these candidates will be required to pass examinations in a*number 
of subjects. 

It is expected that the activities of the Licensing Board will be 
extended to the whole of America, which will result in establishing 
a high standard in the Jewish teaching profession, — 

A step further in the improvement of the economic position of 
the Jewish teacher is predicted in the proposal made by Dr. Lee 
K. Frankel, Vice-President of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
uf a recent conference of teachers. He submitted a plan to 
introduce a teachers’ insurance and pension system. Every Jewish 
teacher, be urged, must with the assistance of communal agencies, 
he insured. Relieved from the worry for his future, the Jewish 

teacher will be enabled all the better to fulfil his functions. 


The Miracle of the Century. 


A Demand for More Jewish Students. 
‘From a Correspondent. ARIS. | 
The French city, Besancon, can be truly regarded as one of the 
riracles of the century as far as its relations with Jewish students 
are concerned, Ata time when European Universities are trying 
to réduce their number of Jewish students, the authorities of the 


higher educational institutions in Besancon have expressed a desire 


to see more Jewish students on their roll. The Besancon medical 
school is not a very advyaneed institution, bnt its technical educa- 
tional institutions are well-known. Especially popular is the local 
School of Commerce, which is being directed by Advocate Malnouri. 
It is this School of Commerce that has taken the initiative in 


conservatism rather than radicalism in politics. . They felt them. 
selves to be so much a part of France that the question of a Jewish 
homeland in Palestine was not of vital concern to them. 

Asked about a movement to settle East European Jews on land 
in Southern France, Mr. Geraud declared that he doubted its 
feasibility as they had in France to-day praetieally no unemploy- 
ment. and in order to continue this state of affairs they had to be 
very careful about limiting immigration.

Herr Theodor Wolff had with the Italian dictator, Signor Mussolini. 
Speaking about various political questions, Herr Wolff declared that 
German-ltalian relations suffered through the fact that certain 
(rerman Chauvinists based their policy on the Italian Fascisti move 
ment and thus indirectly made Signor Mussolini’ their protector. 
Signor Mussolini strongly protested against such tendencies and 
declared that ne relations existed between him and the reactionary 
parties outside Italy. The Fascisti movement, he said, was no! 
reactionary but democratic. It was also greatly°concerned for the 
working class, and generally it was based on traditions of humanity. 
lie denied the reports about various persecutions in Italy, and he 
stated that the news circulated abroad about the oppression in Ita! 
Was exaggerated. In his opinion, there is now in Italy even a certain 
wmount of freedom for individual expressions of political opinion.

Big Trial of Seven Jews in Haifa. 
SECOND DEATH SENTENCE ON HEBRON ARAB. 


COMMUNISTS HUNGER STRIKE. 
‘From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 


The Haifa District Court was crowded on Thursday of last week, 
when seven young Jews were put on trial on the charge of the 
attempted murder of Arabs. The indictment against defendants 
spoke of their participation in an organisation aiming to promote 
disturbances during the August riots. Judge Plunkett was in charge 
of the proceedings. The Court dismissed the grave charge against 
defendants, namely that they took part in an organisation for the 
promotion of disturbances. but it sentenced four of them for the 
possession of arms. Revolvers were found on three of the accused 
and they were sentenced to one year’s hard labour with the option 
of paying a fine of £40 each. One of the accused who was only in 
possession of a dagger was sentenced to imprisonment for three 
months with the option of paying a fine of £10, The remaining 
three defendants were acquitted. | 

Atta Zeer, one of the ten Arabs who were accused of the murder 
of five Yeshivah students at Hebron at the house of Mr. Kapeluta 
on 24th August, has been fourd guilty and sentenced to death. He 
was recently also sentenced to death for the murder of Rabbi Castel 
at Hebron. The other nine Arabs were acquitted. 

The doctors have confirmed the statement of the Arab who was 
sentenced to death in connection with the murder of Mr. Segal, in 
Hebron, that he was under eighteen years of age, and consequently, 
in accordance with the decision of the Court, he has received a 
sentence of imprisonment for fifteen years instead of suffering 


execution, 
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The Attorney-General, Mr. Bentwich, has annulled the pro- 
ceedings against the Arab, Mr. Mohamed Abdul Rachmon, who was 
accused of killing in August the Jewish watchman of Beth-Vegan, 
Mr. Mordecai Benshimon. 

Nine Sephardic Jews, of Haifa, who were accused ‘of firing at 
Arabs during the August riots, have been released, the investigating 
Judge having found the evidence against them insufficient. 

Four Communists. including an Arab, have been sentenced to 
imprisonment for three months in connection with their efforts to 
organise a May Day demonstration. The three Jewish Communists, 
two of whom are women. will also be deported from Palestine as they 
are not Palestinian citizens. ‘The Communists imprisoned in 
Jerusalem have declared a hunger st rike, demanding that they should 
be treated as political prisoners, and vot as ordinary criminals. They 
also demand the cancellation of all death sentences in Palestine and 
the immediate release of all political prisoners. ; 

The police arrested two Arabs near the colony_Zichron Jacob 
for being in possession of arms. One of them was sentenced to 
imprisonment for two months and was fined £20. It will be 
observed that the punishment for this offence when committed by a 
Jew is twelve months’ imprisonment, when an Arab is the offender

CORROBORATION OF BIBLICAL HISTORY. 

-rofessor J. Garstang lectured last week to the Royal Institution 
on \vchewology and Bible History.” He said that since the War, 
Palestine had witnessed an unparalled activity in archwological 
investigation, amd the results threw light particularly upon the 
period of Joshua and the Judges. All the archwologicol and literary 
evidence pointed towards the same date in the middle of the Late 
Bronve Age, about 1400 B.c., as the starting point of the history of 
Israe! in Canaan. Upon this basis the historical details and topo- 
grap lical allusions in the old sources of the Book of Joshua were 
found to accord with the material results of investigation; while 
the fragmentary picture of Israel's position under the Judges was 
found te fit adequately into the frame provided by Egyptian 
chronology and to correspond closely in certain details with the 
record of Egyptian relations with the Land of Canaan,

Union of Zionist Revisionists. 
FIRST ANNUAL CONFERENCE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


THE FAILURE OF TEN YEARS IN PALESTINE. 

The first annual Conference of the Union of Zionist Revisionists 
for Great Britain was held on Sunday at the Palace Hotel, Bloomsbury. 
Dr. M. SCHWARTZMAN, Chairman of the Central Committee for Great 
Britain, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the Conference, said that Revisionism, 
which formulated its programme five vears ago, came forward with 
a sharp criticism of: the Zionist Administration, demanding a com- 
plete radical revision of the Zionist policy both in Palestine and in 
the Diaspora. Revisionism had since become a mass movement 
with a big organisation all over the world and he could say 
without exaggeration that Revisionism was marching to victory ; 
and that, the day would arrive soon when it would take over 
the responsibility for the future of Zionism. Nothing had been 
done by official Zionism to enlighten public opinion in _ this 
country, to organise for political self-defence, to show the {world 
what had been pledged and what became of the pledge in 
realitv, to manifest their strong will not to allow the breaking of 
the international law which was incorporated in the Mandate, to 
counteract the violent propaganda of the Arabs... And even at the 
eleventh hour thev had not bad the courage to raise before the Com- 
mission of Inquiry the whole problem of Zionism, the responsibility 


of the Government of Palestine for the August outbreak, for the non- - 


" fulfilment of the Mandate, which was both the remote and immediate 
Ten years of satisfaction ; ten years of con- 
- cealing the truth; ten years of political inactivity ;iten years of 
silence; blunder upon blunder. After ten years of hard ‘work 
sacrifices they could have had by now a population 
of 300,000 Jews in Palestine, had there been a colonisation regime. 
They did not want anew Ghettoin an Eastern country. They did not 
wanta new Yemen. At the eleventh hour the Revisionists, who had 
warned the Zionist world so many times before, appealed once again 
to the youth and to the old and faithful Zionists—to those who had 
not been active in Zionism before but had their National ideal at 
heart: “Come to us and with us back to Herzl’s ideals. Let us open 
the eves of the Jews all over the world to enable them to realise the 
danger. Let us create what should almost amount td a new 
Messianic Movement, Let us return to the democratic Organisa- 
tion and with God's help we shall regain our power and our 
position for the sake of Israel and’ for the sake of Zion.” Dr. 
Schwartzman concluded with a welcome to fraternal delegates from 
the English Zionist Federation, and said that while they were 
strong opponents of its methods they were part of the Zionist 
Organisation and would continue to be a part of it. 
Messages and greetings were conveyed by: 
Dr, Oj Rabinowicz, on behalf of the Executive of the World Union of 
Zionist Revisionists; Mr. Morris Myer and Mr. Paul Goodman. on behalf 
of the English Zionist Federation ; Mr. A. Le-Vay Lawrence, on behalf of 


the Aeren Hayesod for Great Britain; Mr. 8, 8. Levin, on behalf of the 
Jewish National Fund for Great Britain. 


Mr. Morris Myer said that his views differed from those 
expressed by the Chairman, not on the grounds of principle but of 
methods. The English Zionist Federation subscribed to a Jewish 
majority in Palestine and certainly did not desire a new Ghetto 
there. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN associated himself with the remarks of 
Mr. Morris Myer and said that a great deal had been done to arouse 
public opinion, They had only one enemy and he hoped that it wis 
to unite against that enemy that they were there. 

Mr, A. ABRAHAMS spoke on the activities of the World Union of 
Zionist Revisionists and the Central Committee for Great Britain. He 
said that the movement had grown considerably since its inception 
and that in every part of the world young men and women, old and 
young Zionists, felt that in Revisionism was expressed something 
which they felt. Since the first International Conference in Paris, 
there had been two World Conferences which had formulated 
clearly'thte Aims of Revisionism and had helped to organise the 
various groups which had been formed into regular organisations. 
On the motion of Mr. Grossman, leader of the Movement in this 
country, the Conference stood as a mark of respect to the memory 
of those in the Zion Mule Corps, who fifteen years ago were the first

At the afternoon session Professor S, BropeTsky said that 
ie with regard to political work, Revisionists were opposed to a 
certain line of policy, but as far as final aims were concerned there 
was unity between them and the official Zionist Movement. He 
appealed for united action by the various divisions in Zionism. 

Mr. M.GRossMAN spoke on “The Political Situation and Our Task.” 
Two factors, he said, influenced the position of the Movement: 
The external factor of the British Government and people in England 
and in Palestine, and the internal factor of the Zionist Executive

Opening for the motion, Mr. P. Horow!tz said that the Jewish 
People lacked perspective in this matter, and there was almost a 
tradition of internecine warfare between differing view-points in 
Judaism. They had egoism taking the place of Nationalism, and a 
state of affairs analogous to that of * pull devil, pull baker.” 

Mr. S. S. Leviy, LL.B., opposing the motion, gave it as his view 
that the party system developed a political sense. There had been 
a struggle between parties in Zionism since the days of Herzl and 
Achad Ha’‘am, one intensely political and the other purely idealistic. 
The party system, he said, had brought into the movement, through 
such sections as the Mizrachi and Poale-Zion among others, 
thousands of Jews who would otherwise, for various reasons, have 
remained outside. The Socialist-Zionists had reconciled nationalism 
and internationalism. 

Mr. J. HALEVY, M.Sc., seconding the motion, said that there was 
a certain tenderness.in the leading articles of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
towards factions in Zionism. Mr. E. Hindin, B.A., seconding the 
opposition, said that the man in the street, if he knew anything at 
all of Zionism. knew only of the greater movement. The divisions 
existed inside the movement and the outsider heard nothing of 
them. Irresponsible parties were useful for putting out feelers and 
making overtures.

He bas already sent out special delegates to 
investigate on the spot and report upon the economic situation in 
all parts of Poland’ and has instructed them to pay attention to the 
appalling state of affairs of the Jews. It may vet take a long time 
till something of importance is done radically to improve the situa- 
tion of Polish Jewry; but that the Premier has good intentions and 
wishes to improve it is beyond doubt. | 


Jewish Communal Conflict in Bagdad. 
— 
Chief Rabbi Dismissed. 
‘From a Cori esponie nt. -BAGDAD. | 
Serious communal Conflicts have occurred here between the 
overwhelming majority of the Jewish Community and the small 
number of partisans of the Acting Chief Rabbi Sassoon Kadoorie. 
The actions of the Acting Chief Rabbi were entireJy out of accord 
with the feelings of the Community, and the local Rabbis and 
communal leaders demanded lis resignation. Chief Rabbi Sassoon 
Kadoorie. however. refused to resign. He even utilised the anti- 
Zionist feelings of the Iraq authorities, in order to denounce his 
3 Zionist opponents and to gain the support of the Government, 
When the Rabbis and the opposition to the Chief Rabbi decided to 
; stop the slaughter of animals according to the Jewish rites, as a 
protest against the Chief Rabbi, he himself came to-the slaughter 
house and slaughtered the cattle... As no Jewish butcher would 
touch the meat, he obtained the services of non-Jews to bring the 
meat.to the Jewish quarter. The Jews, however. refused to buy 


the meat and one of the partisans of the Chief Rabbi was severely 


thrashed for breaking the boycott against the purchase of the meat. 
The Chief Rabbi then brought the police to the Jewish quarter 
“to punish the Jews, but the Rabbis assembled the Jews at prayer 
ut the Great Svnagogue and afterwards marched to the Jewish 
cemetery and blew the Shofar as a protest against the action of the 
Chief Rabbi. It was also the intention of the 20,000 Jews assembled 
at the cemetery to march to the Palace of the King and to demand 
the dismissal of the Chief Rabbi. The police, however, dispersed 
the procession with great cruelty. Many Jews were injured, and 
three of them have since died. Finally the Government, after con- 
sulting a numbertof Jewish leaders, decided to dissolve all Jewish 
Communal Committees, to dismiss the Chief Rabbi, and to order 
new elections. The news was. greeted with great joy by large 
numbers of Jews in Bagdad, and special prayers were offered at the 
Synagogue for the King of Lragq.

From Rabbi J. SHACHTER. 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—The latest development in the matter of the Weinberg 
Pen, mentioned in THe Jewisn CHRONICLE. of April 1s5th—the 
objection raised by some ecclesiastical authorities to its aloption 
on account of a point in Jewish law, has caused no little surpise 
among those who, like yourself, wish to refute, as far as possible, 
the bitter criticism of Shechita opponents. As one who was engaged 
in the defence of the sacred cause in this city, for over a year, | can 
see that the consequences of this hesitancy of some of my 
colleagues, will be a strengthening of the case of the anti-Shechita 
agitators. The Chief Rabbi's statement to Mr. Zeitlyn, therefore, 
was most opportune at this critical stage, when the misunderstand. 
ing in the minds of the non-Jewish authorities as to the efficacy of 
Shechita is not as vet removed. I may add that the question 
whether there was any religious objection to the introduction of a 
casting apparatus was put before me officially at a meeting of the 
Belfast City Council in July last, and I said there was no objection in 
Jewish law to the introduction of such an apparatus, provided it did 
not interfere with the proper carrying-out of the cutting operation. 
This statement was recorded in the minutes of the Council. And 
that the apparatus does not interfere with the Shechita operation is 
now, aft r the submission of the report of the Hobday Committee, 
certain. 

This incident reveals again, in my opinion, the effect of the lack 
of a strongly org mised and disciplined Rabbinical organisation with 
unity of purpose and concentration of action. It is not only the 
problem of Shechita, but there are many other burning problems for 
the solution of which a united and disciplined Rabbinate with a full 
authoritative voice is needed. 

The chaotic state of the Anglo-Jewish Rabbinate as a whole 
contributes no little towards the detachment of our puzzled youth 
from the oldest surviving institutions of our religion.

Sir,—Permit me to comment on the letter from Mr. A. M. Veartski 
on this subject: He has undoubtedly, as you remark, introduced an 
air of candour and free explanation into a subject which is beginning to 
make many people annoyed and impatient with the London Board of 
Shechita, 

For many years past the Jewish public has read in your columns 
from time to time reports of meetings of the Shechita Board at which 
satisfactory progress towards the introduction of the Weinberg method 
of casting has been recorded. They have also frequently read the 
proceedings of the Deputies from which it appeared that the progress 
made was not quite so satisfactory, This contradiction somewhat 
puzzled them, but they gave the Board of Shechita the benefit of the 
doubt, Surely, everybody thought, this important public body, with 
itslongtradition of good service, is fully alive to the importance of the 
casting problem and will leave no stone unturned to introduce an 
improvement in what is an essential preliminary to Shechita proper 
so as to save the whole process from attack. 

For many years I was myself of this opinion about the Board cf 
Shechita. When, about five or six years ago, I first met Mr. Weinberg 
he invited me to attend a demonstration of his method in London 
There I heard the general opinion of all the authorities presert 
(including representatives of the Shechita Board) that the principle of 
the Weinberg pen was undoubtedly sound.

CONTINUED PROGRESS. 


RECORD NEW LIFE BUSINESS. 

The Annual General Court of the Alliance Assurance Co., Ltd., was held on 
Wednesday last, at the Head Office, Bartholomew Lane, London, E.C. 

Vr ©. E. Barnett (chairman of the Company) said :-— | 

Ladies and Cientlomen, taking the different departments in the order in which 
the, appear im the ac ounte, you will observe that the new Life business completed 
during the vear, after dcdu ‘tion of the sums reassured, amounted to £3,027,438. 
This Tt the first ocrasron on whuch the net new Life business transacted in any one 
vear bas exceeded 3 millions sterling. Included in this total is a sum of £216,682 
effected at single premiums, in respect of which an initial loan was granted. All 
the policies which we have issued under this plan are either W hole Life poli ies or 
Endowment Assurances for periods of at least 10 years, Unfortunately, in some 
cases, the acheme has been extended to the tasue of five years Sinking Fund policies, 
and this has led to a serious loss of sur-tax, which the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
is desirous of stopping. A spe ial proposal has, therefore, been introduced into 
the Budget which will have the effect of stopping this class of business altogether. 
The proposal in the Budget goes much further than seems to us fair, and it is to 
he regretted that, in his desire to stop what had perhaps become an abuse, the 
Chancellor is also penalising a perfectly lezitimate form of insurance business. 

Our new business figures also include substantial amounts under policies 
issued under two ape ial schemes One of these relates to policies issued to 
horrowers from building societies in order to cover: outstanding balances of 
mortgages upon houses in the event of death, The other relates to Deferred 
Assurances for Children. This latter scheme is one which | would ask our share- 
holders to bring to the notice of their friends, for it is hoped that the children who 
in this way become assured with us may, later on, become valuable connections 
of the Company. 

The claims by death during the vear were somewhat larger than usual, but 
in this we believe that our experience was not exceptional. 

The net premium income on the active Alliance account was £1,379,387, and 
the Alliance Life Fund daring the vear increased by nearly £700,000 and amounted 
at the élose of the vear to £14.910.735. The total Life and Annuity Funds, 
including the closed Funds. amounted at the close of the year to £21,793,031. 

The Sinking Fund and Capital Redemption Account calls for no comment ; 
at the close of the vear the Fund stood at £1,172.921., 

In the Fire Account it will be observed that the premium income for the year 
was £2,059,809, which was £17,030 in excess of that of the previous year. This isa 
very satisfactory feature because, owing to the continually increasing competition, 
there is a tendency for the rates to be reduced, and it is, therefore, very difficult 
maintam the premium. Income, 

The Claims are substantially higher and the profits, therefore, considerably 
less than in 1928. There can be no doubt that the protracted drought during the 
first nine months of the year contributed to a great extent to the exceptionally 
heavy fire losses during that period. It should be remembered, however, that the 
loss ratio in 1928, as in 1927, was exceptionally low, and the year now under review 
may really be regarded as an average vear for the Company. You will have 
vathered from the accounts’ of many of the other Companies which have already 
gpeared that, on the whole, 1929 was not a good year for Fire business, and our 
own results in this department, showing as they do a profit of over 16 per cent, 
on our premium income, must be regarded as distinctly satisfactory. 

With regard to the future, I ought to point out that, owing to the com. 
petition to which | have referred, there is a continual tenden v for rates of premium 
to go down, If, therefore, our income even remains stationary, it means that we 
are running a larger amount of risk and must, therefore, expect larger losses. 

Turning to the Marine account, I am afraid that we cannot regard the position 
of the Marine Insurance market in this country as at all satisfactory. Thanks 
very largely to the efforts of our own underwriter, Mr. Jacobs, who deserves the 
greatest credit for his work as Chairman of the Joint Hull Committee, it is believed 
that the rates of premium on Hull business have been brought to a basis on which 
there is a reasonable prospect of a small profit being earned. As against this, 
however, there is the fact that Owing to the great shortage of freights an un- 
usually large number of vessels have been laid up, and this must have an 
unfavourable effect on the result. 

With regard to Cargo business, rates anil conditions in the insurance market 
are still unsatisfactory, and while, of course, we are bound to be in the market, 
our underwriting in this department is carried on with the utmost caution, 

You will see from the Report that our 1927 account has now been closed, with 
a balance of £34,286 3s, 7d. Of this amount we have taken credit for £9,286 3s. 7d. 
in the Profit and Loss Account and carried the balance of £25,000 forward to mect 
possible future claims in respect of the 1927 account. 

The accounts of 1928 and 1929 are still open, in accordance with our practice, 
and the balances are as shown in the Marine A count. 

Though the profit of £9,286 in respect of the 1927 account is a small one, we 
may, at any rate, congratulate ourselves that the balance is on the right side. 

In the Accident Department I am glad to be able to. say that our business 
continues to grow, notwithstanding that there has been a slight setback in the 
Workmen's Compensation premiums Owing to the depression in trade. The 
account shows a satisfactory profit, viz., 7-3 per cent, of the premium income after 
allowing for an increase in the amount reserved for unexpired risk, In this 
department the Miscellaneous account includes all sorts of accident and con- 
tingency risks, and Motor insurance provides a large proportion of the premium 
income, In connection with this, the increasing numbers of motorists and fre- 
quency of collisions and other accidents in which motor vehicles and, incidentally, 
their occupants are involved, are causing us some concern, The enormous vans, 
lorries and motor buses that travel at great pace—often on unsuitable roads— 
do not tend to allay that feeling, any more than they add to the security of other 
users of the poads. A disturbing feature to the Companies is the tendency of 
juries to award what sometimes appear to be unduly generous damages to in jured 
persons. 

With regard to the Road Traffic Bill now before Parliament, I cannot savy more 
than that it is being very carefully watched by the insurance interests concerned. 
As it stands, the Bill contains clauses in respect of motor incurance to which we 
may have to take exception, but until we see what changes may be introduced 


into the Bill during its progress through Parliament, I prefer not to express any | 


definite opinion. One thing, however, I may say, and that is that we are glad to 
see that stringent penalties are proposed for the reckless driving of motor cars, 
I hope that this proposal may have the effect of improving the standard of driving 
and thus reducing the number of accidents. 

Turning to the Profit and Loss account, you will notice thet we have carried 
£50,000 to General Reserve and £50,000 to Pension Reserve, in addition to 
£16,500 to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, and that the balance carried forward 
to the current year is £1,231,963. : :
